Crabtree. 
Ogle county was satisfied and 
Stephenson had no candidate.

J . D. Campbell, of Polo, 
nominated Cartright and W. W. Wagdin, 
of Galena, had spoke n for Bedford, the 
only contestants for the first v acancy to 
be filled.

She 
retired, and knew no more of tho broker 
until the b< >dy was discovered in tho yard

W. Scofield, was also taken to the station 
house.

broker, 
lb* ha* been away from homo for a 
considerable time. 
J 1*3 told tho police that 
ho had had cans * on several occasions to 
doubt hi* wife's fidelity.

Mr. Hutch was a member of tho firm

Sc Sons, bankers 
and 
brokers,at 14 Nassau street, and was the eldest 
son of the s mior member of the firm.

was 33 years old, and lived with hi* wife at 
33 west Fifty-third street. 
Ho 
was also a 
member of the -tuck ex change. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Scofield were arraigned in 
the J efferson 
market police court, and when the magis­ 
trate learn* 1 that the case was in the hands 
of the coroner he declined to interfere.

It would seem on the first b lush of the 
matter that the posture for—that is, 
to 
favor—sleep must b e generally the same 
as that voluntarily or instinctively as­ 
sumed during sleep; b ut a little considera­ 
tion will make it i pparent that this is not 
correct. 
It may I*? granted that, sup­ 
posing a person to l>e sleeping lightly and 
uncomfortab ly,the posture will 1m* changed 
half consciously to one of comfort. 
It 
would I m* more correct to say that it is 
changed in the endeavor to avoid distress 
or discomfort; b ut even the fact that sleep 
is quieter in the new position will not 
suffice to prove that this is a b etter one, 
b ecause the sleep may meanwhile have 
b ecome deeper. 
It is, on the whole, impossib le to ascer­ 
tain, either b y exjierience or ob servation, 
which is the posture most conducive to 
sleep, and attempts to lay down rules for 
the guidance of b ad sleepers are always 
arb itrary, generally empirical, and rarely 
of any practical value. 
Those who think 
“anaemia of the cereb rum” is the cause of 
sleap, and those who think that, though 
no* the cause, a diminution in the quan­ 
tity of b lood in the vessels of the ence­ 
phalon is a necessary concomitant of sleep 
prefer and recommend that tho head 
should b o higher than the feet; while 
those who adopt the opposite view, and 
think passive congestion causes or pro­ 
motes somnolence, would have the feet 
raised and the head lowered. 
The con­ 
founding stupor with sleep may, and 
prob ab ly has, something to do with these 
differences of opinion. 
Meanwhile a common sense view of 
the sub ject would conclude that, as there 
is evidently some change in the b lood 
state when the b rain falls asleep, the b est 
plan must seem to lie to place thelwxly in 
such a position that the flow of b lood 
through the vessels of the head and neck 
may lie especially easy and free. 
The 
way to secure* this is to allow the head to 
He in a posture and on a level that can­ 
not offer any ob stacle to the free return 
of b lood through the veins of the neck, 
and does not tend to make tin* b lood flow 
specially in any particular direction, b ut 
leaves nature at lib erty to act as she will.
